The municipal swimming pool 
that has long been the dream of 
Altona councillors past and present is 
closer to becoming a reality. 


Altona Council has instructed consult- 
ants Camp, Scott and Furphy to draw up 
plans and specifications for a $580,000. in- 
door pool following a motion by Cr. Doug 
Grant at-a recent general purposes com- 





mittee meeting. 


The pool will be built 
on the P. 3. Lynch Re- 
serve at Altona North. - 

Council has been ad- 
vised by the consuitants, 
that the provision-of seat- 
ing for 150 people within 


‘the pool hall would cost 


an extra $40,000 taking 
the cost to the present 
quote of $580,000. 


Following his inquiries, 


Tewn Clerk, Syd Fell, has 
reported to. council that 
there is no indication of a 


subsidy for the pool con-_ 


struction, 


Preliminary drawings 
of the pool were shown 
to an officer of the De- 
partment of Youth, Sport 
and Recreation who said 
that his department did 
not favor the provision of 
separate — toilet facilities 
within a complex. 


He asked council to re- 
consider this proposal 
with a view to reducing 
costs because only limit- 
ed funds were available. 

He said that if the de- 
partment agreed to a 
duplication of toilet 
facilities, the limited 


funds available to the de-- 


partment would be ef- 
fectively reduced. 


Fell said that in the light 
of inflation, council had 
to make its judgment on 
whether, the consultants 
were to proceed with the , 


preparation of detailed 
plans. 
Mr. Fell has advised 


the consultants to famil- 
jarise themselves with 
the requirements of the 
Department of Recreation 
and Tourism and the De- 
partment of Y5uth, Sport 
and Recreation on design 
requirements. 


The consultants have 
advised council that if 
they wished ta reduce the 
costs on the pool by 
$400,000 they could do so 
by reducing the building | 
area. 


But even this would 
entail additional design 
and costs. 


The consultants did not 
recommend a_ reduction 
of standard in finishes. 

Even though a capital 

saving could be effected 
by this means the in- 
creased maintenance 
costs would * outweigh 
any initial saving.. :

A $300,000 buildings material centre ‘has been opened in Chantbers 


Road, North Altona. . 


Hick Timbers, the” 
firm which operated 
from Parker Street, 
Williamstown, for 
almost eighty years, 
built the centre to 
serve handymen, 
builders and indus- 


try. 

Manager of Hick Tim- 
bers, Mr. John Hick, told 
the Star that when the 
Westgate Bridge was first 
announced his firm realis- 
ed it would enable build- 
ers’ yards in South Mel- 
bourne to service the 
western suburbs more. 
quickly than Hick Tim- 
bers could from Williams- 
town.
